THE GREAT CHANGE. 


We have looked through our exchanges, in 


vain, to find a brief history of the conversion 
ofthe 31st Congress, to the principles and 
measures of the Slave Power, such as we could 
crowd into n single number of our little Dal- 
ly.

The programme of the Administration, at 


the opening of Congress, included the admis- 
sion of California, no Territorial governments

Webster—who had outraged the moral senti- 
ment of the North—as the head of the Cabi- 
nel, changed the policy of tho Administration, 
and committed the whole power and patron- 


a<H' of the government to the slave interest.

For ourself, we give all due notice, we 


shall trample this law under foot, at the first 
opportunity.

State is welcome to our body, and our money, 
but our conscience is not in the keeping of 
Congresses, or State Legislatures. This slave- 
catcliing law—we will say it—is not only un- 
constitutional, but diabolical and damnable.—
